Algeria Rebels

de Gaulle said today France is 
ready to discuss the future of Al- 
geria with various sections of 
the Algerian population— "notably 
with the forces of the rebellion." 


This was an apparent effort to 


assure the rebel regime in Tunis 
that De Gaulle would deal pri- 
marily with it in negotiating an 
end to the war. 


It was the rebel regime's in- 


sistencc that it alone represent 
the Algerian masses that caused 
a breakdown in attempts to open 
peace talks in France last week. 


However, De Gaulle expressed 


doubt that the Algerian revolution- 
ary leaders are capable of taking 
positive steps to negotiate peace.

Supersonic 
Air Travel 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Super- 


sonic commercial air travel will 
lot be feasible until somebody 
Inds out how to do away with the 
sonic boom, C. R. Smith, presi- 
dent of American Airlines, said 
Monday. 


"Suppose you had a large su- 


personic transport that flew non- 
stop from coast to coast at night- 
time," Smith said. "You'd prob 
ably wake up 15 million people 
across the country:" 


He spoke to the Little Rock 


Sales Executives Club. He said 
supersonic planes probably wouk 
have to fly at an altitude of 60,000 
to 70,000 feet and their use would 
have to be limited to flights of 
more than 2,500 miles, mostly 
coast-to-coast and 
trans-oceanic 


hopes. 


He was skeptical of claims in 


Washington that supersonic air- 
Jines 
travel would be accom- 


plished in 10 years. He said com- 
mercial airlines will have to con- 
centrate on development of pure 
jets—those under 640 miles per 
hour—until supersonic planes are 
ready for production. 


Smith said the pure jet is the 


most reliable and safest engine 
yet. He set no one has lost a pure 
jet in the U.S. since they went 
into use. The only commercial dis- 
asters in planes using jet fuel have 
been with the turbo-jets. 


He said the commercial 
air 


transport industry has made vast 
improvements in its planes since 
World War II, and new refine- 
ments are upcoming.
